NAVAL OFFICERS’ CASES. 
COURT-OF-CLAIMS FINDINGS. 
‘BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-P.M; 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Amiong the 
decisiong by the United States Court 
of Claims today were a number of 
casee brought by officers of the navy 
under the naval personnel act of March 
3, 1890. The opinions rendered by the 
court passed on a number of questions 
of interest to the navy. In the case 
of Irwin ve. the United States, the 
court decided that service in the 
Philippines is “service beyond the 
Seas, within the meaning of the law 
at the time of its passage, and aso 
that Commander Irwin, “while beyond 
the seas,” is entitled to the 10 per cent. 
inerease allowed for service over the 
rates fixed by law in time of peace. 

The case of Chafice vs. the United 
States was a claim for mileage. Chance 
was ordered from the Philippines to 
his home in Iilinols, and claimed mile- 
age for the land travel. The court 
decided that. under the statute pre- 
vailing, namely, that actual expentes 
only shall be paid to officers when 
traveling to or from our insular pos- 
sessions, Congress made no discrimina- 
tion in the methods of compensation 
for travel on land and on sea, and 
that an officer ordered to or from our 
Island possessions is restricted to ac- 
tual expenses only, and cannot claim 
mileage for any part of the journey. 
The decision is a test one, and covers 
claims exceeding $300,000

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The Bureau 
of Ineular Affairs of the War Depart- 
ment has prepared for publication a 
comparative statement showtng that 
for the ten months ended October 31, 
1902, the customs revenues of the Phil- 
ippines were $7,475.586, against $6,921,- 
659 in 1901 and 13.75, in 1899. The 
figures represent the total customs- 
house receipts, expressed in United 
States currency value.

OOSE HUNTING IN 
MAINE’S DEEP WOODS. 


— 


LARGE GAME PLENTIFUL IN THAT 
HUNTERS’ PARADISE. 

A Down-east Sportsman Recounts the 

Delights of Chasing the Wild Deer 

and Following the Roe—Maine Law 

Strict te Prevent Slaughter. 


“November in the Maine woods, and 
me in Californy, nearly ‘fother side 
of the world,” grumbled the Somer- 
set-county sportsman, who is making 
his temporary abode in this city. 

“Moose and deer and caribou, down 
at The Forks, thick as hair on a dorg, 
and me not there to git my share. 
Tain't natcherel, tain't natcherel. 

“No, I hain't no objection to telling 
you about the way we hunt in North- 
ern Maine, but you mustn't expect & 
fancy yarn. To begin with, I've never 
been able to crack a moose, though 
I know all about the how of it. 1 
have brought down my deer, and that's 
something more than a good many of 
the city ewells that go into Somer- 
set, with their high-priced guns and 
trappings, can say. 

“The Maine law allows you two deer, 
one moose and one caribou per sea- 
son. If you are greedy and go be- 
yond the iimit, you not only pay heavy 
fines, but everything you have that 
belongs to shooting is confiscated— 
guns, game togs, even your trunk, if 
they ketch the contraband in it. The 
meat is always the—the—what's this? 
—persequisite of the game warden. 

“The season is open on November 


ruary. 

No hunter that can hit the broad 
side of a barn door can lay the blame 
on luck tf he don't get venison. Why, 
sir, the woods is just teeming with 
deer, least wise they were when I ert 
Maine, a year ago. You can shoot 
deer almost within the limits of the 
towns. In the close season, they 
make reg lar nuisances of themselves, 
coming into the gardens and eating 
everything they take a notion to. 
Farmers don't dare to shoot them, be- 
cause they are protected till Holly 
Eve (Halloween.) This don't apply to 
moose and taribou, you understand— 
only to the common deer. The moose 
and caribou are wilder and ‘tain't 
often they poke their noses into civil- 
ization. | 
“Now, it kinder goes against your 
grain ta hire a guide when you take 
to the Maine woods, but it's the best 
plan after all. These guides are O. K. 
A No. 1. and registered in the dar- 
gain. They will give you a good time 
even if you are a greenhorn. and 
mebbe you'll go home with deer ment 
if you don't get buck fever. Tel) 
you about that later. 

“These guides live together In groups 
of two, three or mebbe four, in huts 
or log eabins. ey are emart fellows. 
and know the aisles of the woods l 
a sexton knows the aisies of his 
church. 

“You get up very early in the morn- 
ing, say 3 o'clock. You stoke up with 
baked beans, bacon and fresh deer 
meat, washed down with strone black 
coffee, and then vou are ready for a 
hunt. If the now is anyways deen 
(and it runs from two feet to ten.) you 
put on snowshoes. Keen your ammu- 
nition dry and foller your guide trust- 


"ly. 

“Rest time to track a deer is, of 
course, right after a fight fall of snow. 
But a good guide track them in 
all depths. There is exciting sport 
when the snow has a crust on it that 
is solid enough for the deer to walk 
on, but too fllmsy when he begins 
o leap. 

“The guide will probably take you 
to a salt lick. Now, it might seem 
playing it low down on a Geer to catch 
him by means of a necessary of life. 
but it's a reg lar thing in the Maine 
woods. The salt is usually placed in 
the fork of a tree. 

“You will probably come upon your 
game ut one of these salt licks or 
mebbe you will catch him budding. 
Budding? Oh, that means eating the 
buds offen the sugar maples or the 
oaks where they are within reach. 
Or it may be, the deer will be found 
near running water. Salting is the 
surest trap, though. 

“If your guide knows his business

about to choose a United States Sen- 
ator to sucdeed Senator Perkins.

reasons which it deems suffi- 
cient, The Times believes that the best 
interests of the State would not be 
subserved by the return of George C. 
Perkins to the United States Senate. 
Without elaborating these réasons, nor 
exploiting them to any unnecessary 


, extent, they may in part be summar- 


ized somewhat like this: 

(.) His offensive adherence to John 
Lynch, whose notorious record as a 
low-down politician should have made 
his support by a United States Sen- 
ator impossible. 

(2.) He ts reputed to have put large 
sums of money into the Gage cam- 
paign, in an endeavor to balk the will 
of the people in their campaign for re- 
form in the administration of State af- 
faire; thus identifying himeelf irre- 
vocably with machine politicians and 
their methods, which have been the 
bane of California politica. 

(3.) He has sent out paid agents 
through the State, to corrupt—or at 
least to deceive and cajole—<andi- 
dates for the Legislature. . 

(4.) He caused county conventions 
to adopt resolutions of instruction for 
him, through smooth practices on the 
part of such disreputable personal and 
political workers as Hatton, Lynch, 
Parker, et al. 

66) He has worn himself out with 
the people of the State, and it is time 
for him to be displaced. 

(6.) He is a man who has small re- 
gard for the truth, and has made 
more false promises to more men than 


apy other living politician. 


(J.) He has no such standing in the 
Senate as would enable him to do for 


California what California has a fair 


right to expect from her senior Zen- 


ator—or from her junior Senator, 
either, for that matter. 


There are plenty of other reasons for 
the defeat of Senator Perkins in his 
aspirations for re@lection, but those 


above named should be sufficient to 


insure that much-to-be-desired con- 
summation. They will be sufficient if 
the members of the California Legis- 
lature have a due regard for the inter- 
ests and wishes of a majority of the 
people of the State.

T ABOUT FUEL OIL? 


A dispatch from New Orleans 
ished in The Times a few days 


since the 


acquired control of the oil fields in 
Texas, notice has been served by the 


leading of] companies delivering ou 


at New Orleans, that they would not 


continue to do so, after January 1. 
Meantime, the price of oil in the south- 


ern city has increased nearly 300 per 
cent.—from 50 cents to $1.35 a barrel, 


delivered. In consequence of this, 
concerns which have been consuming 
fuel oil are now rebuilding their coal- 
burning furnaces. The dispatch adds 
that the use of fuel ol] in New Or- 
leans “and elsewhere” is now doubt- 
lees at an end. 

In saying “and elsewhere” this New 
Orleans correspondent is altogether too 
pessimistic—or optimistic, as the case 
may be, from his viewpoint. In any 
event, he is certainiy premature, And 
yet, who can tell? The Standard Oil 


Company now owns six refineries at 
Beaumont, in Texas, and these are 
buying up oli rapidly enough to pre- 
clude its use as fuel, after paying the 
railroad freight, the Standard con- 


trolling the pipe-line transportation. 


In the same column with the dispatch 
above referred to appeared one from 


Bakersfield, in which u wes stated 


that Mr. Rockefeller’s big corporation 
had ascertained that California oll is 


much better adapted to the manufac- 
ture of kerosene than was at first 


supposed. As a consequence, it will 
greatiy increase the manufacture of 


that product, and has ordered its 
agents to contract for oil wherever it 
can be obtained, without placing any 
limit upon the amount to be taken. 
We are glad to see the ofl producers 
of California obtaining a better price 
for their product. As The Times has 
steadfastly maintained, the price dur- 
ing the past two years has been un- 
reasonably low, and even if it were 
to advance to $1 per barrel, or about 
100 per cent. above the present rate, 
ol) would still be a cheaper fuel than 
coal for manufacturing purposes. It 
is, indeed, mainly upon the use of 
fuel oll that we must count for an in- 
crease in the manufacturing industry

WITH TRAVELERS. 


1 Burton Holmes, traveler and lec- 
turer, arrived from Chicago yesterday 
and is at the Van Nuys, prepared to 
enter on a professional tour of the og 
cific Coast. A few years * oll. 
Holmes was in Morocco, is — 
miliar with the — that now 
beset the Sultan of that country. 

“When I saw the present Sultan in 
1894," said Mr. Holmes, “he was the 


favorite son of Mulal-el- Hassan, the 


ruler of the country, who was just 
about to die, and who had sent his son 
with a large cavalcade to Rabat, a 
fortified city, where he would be secure 
in asserting his power as ruler. The 
youngster was little more than a fat 
boy at that time but was greatly en- 
deared to his father, who bad selected 
him from several hundred offspring to 
tule the country. 

“It is on account of the progressive 
tendencies of this son, Abd-el-Aziz, 
that the present uprising has occurred. 
He has introduced too many European 
customs to suit some of his — 
and now is beset by ambitious pre- 
tenders who would wrest his power 
from him. 

“Fez, of which we hear much at this 
time, is @ city in the wilderness: Al- 
though it is but 150 miles from Gibral- 
tar, the journey requires eleven days 
because of the character of the coun- 
try and the primitive methods of 
travel. There are no roads—nothing 
but mere —— trfp is made 
in slow-going carava The city prob- 
ably is 1000 years old, sad retains most 
of the ancient customs. Even at this 
time almost the entire populace ac- 
companies the Sultan when he makes 
a journey to other cities. When I was 
there probably thirty thousand 
of the place had gone with the then 
ruler on a long expedition and the city 
was practically deserted. 

“The saddle of the Sultan, you know, 
is his throne, and his tent is his pal- 
ace. Whenever he wants to collegs 
tribute he makes an incursion into the 
surrounding countries and appropriates 
to his own use anything that he de- 
sires. There is no protest against his 
will, but he seems to have a hard prop- 
osition before him now in the opposi- 
tion of Mulai Mohammed, who is at 
the head of the rebellious hosts.

SAVAGE SAYS HE SAW 
SEPULVEDA MURDERED. 


Detailed Confirmation of Grim Story of 
Jim Burke, the Hobo. 


Prisoner in County Jail on Charge of Robbery, Relates 
the Sickening Details of a Killing Thai He Deciares He 
Witnessed in the City Prison Trusty Farley Did it, 
and Officers Hushed it Up. 


story of the murder of the Mexican 

Sepulveda in the tanks of the city 
jail, comes from the lips of a boy 
named Charles W. Savage, waiting 
trial for robbery in the County Jail. 
Young Savage gives the ile to the 
jail officers who claim that Sepulveda 
was brought io jail with a cracked 
skull. The boy vows that he raw the 
Mexican foully murdered in the dim 
darkness cf a jail tank by the prisoner 
“trusty” Fariey. 
This is confirmation of the test!

A hobo named Burke said, however, 
that his term would expire in a few 
days, and that just ag soon as he rot 
out, he would give information to the 
proper officers.

“What was the object in dressing 
them up in that style? was asked. 

“Utility and economy” were men- 
tioned as the main reasons for assum- 
ing that garb, but witnes® went on to 
explain that the “craftsmen” wore 
their uniforms only when officiating at 
ceremonies. They felt it was an honor 
to be dubbed “craftamen” and to be 
allowed to wear such garments.

At the afternoon session Mr. Short- 
ridge asked Mrs. Tingley about the 
names “Esote:o” and “Isis.” How they 
came to be emp oyed by her in connec. 
tion with the naming of her insiitu- 
tion. She said she chose them simply 
because they sounded well and had a 
classical meaning. He sounded her 
also on her knowledge of Egyptology, 
Grecian antiquity, aad Greek lays 
which she had produced at int 
Loma. Nothing remarkable was de- 
veloped concerning these things. 

Asked if any part of the grounds at 
Point Loria were designated as sacred 
or holy ground, she said: . 

“We consider all our work fog hu- 
manity as sacred, but not in any other 
sense. The ground at Point Loma is 
not different from any other ground. 
No hill is designated as the holy hiil, 
except in the newspapers.” 

In replying to a question about the 
discussions at the Greek symposiums 
held by the students at Point Loma, 
Mrs. Tingley entered upon a long dis- 
sertation about the various sources 
from which the Theosophiste draw 
their inspiration. She emphasized the 
fact that they take as much from 
Christ as any one.

Distillate Scarce, but in Great De- 
mand—Midlan4-Pacific Sells Block of 
Bonés—Pinal Company Gets a Gusher.

Tt was a high place that was struck 
when a contract was closed in the local 
fuel market yesterday for the delivery 
of of! at 74 cents a barrel. 

This trade, which is ome of the most 
important made in the market for 
several weeks, was effected by Mrs. 
K. A. Summers, who has obligated 
herself to deliver 6000 barrels of four- 
teen-gravity ofl a month for one year. 

The price records another advance 
in the local fuel market, that has 
been on the up grade for some time 


past. 

Although not officially announced, it 
is understood that a new minimum 
rate has been adopteg by the large 
local jobbers and the Union Oil Com- 
pany, who recently agreed to hold oil 
of thirteen gravity and betjer, at @ 
cents or beiter. The new rate is 6 
cents a rrel. 

The distiliate market remains un- 
settled, and that product, which is 
aimost as ‘Scarce as hen's teeth, is 
bringing fancy prices. Twenty-six dis- 
tilate is now quoted at $1.25 a bar- 
„ while twenty-two distillate finds 
a ready market at 31 a rrei. 


The Angeles Lighting Company 
has not yet let a contract for local 
distillate, and it is a matter of specu- 
lation as to whether or not it would 


be able to obtain the necessary 
amount in the local market. This 
company requires 26 gravity, and 
it needs from 6000 to 00 barrels a 
month. 


Since the fire at the Hercules plant 
the distillate output has been cut 
down nearly 50 per cent., and the con- 
sumption has increased. the
